Afternoon Delivered In 

B.C- Next Afternoon 

Every night about II p.m. 
there drones over Newmarket a 
ereat air-mail plane^ en route to 
North Bay. to join the trans- 
Canada service. This ser\'ice 
started on March 1_ 

A letter posted in Newmarket 

at 5,45 p.m., bearing a six-cent 
air mail stamp, will be in the 
plane passing over this town at 

11 p.m. and will be delivered in 
Victoria the following afternoon. 

Newmarket is less than 24 
hours from Victoria by air maih 

A Newmarket high school stu- 
dent well acquainted with the 
facts, described the new air mail 
service in class on Tuesday after- 
noon as follows: 

"Canada's vast distances are 
diminishing rapidly as modem 
airplanes fly back an4 forth, east 
and west* and into the far reach- 
es of the north ^n ihe borders of 
Jh** Arctic. The malls have taken 
wings. Speeding across the con- 
tinent at more than three miles 
a minute, they bring distant 
communities within a few hours' 
reach of each other, 

"For some time the mail has 
been carried by air to the far 
northern points of Canada and 
to new mining communities 
which are far removed from rail- 
roads. The settlements on the 
north shore of the St. Lawrence 
have also been served thus in 
winter. Othenvise. these dis- 
tricts would have no means of 
connection with the outer world, 

''Miners in the Great Bear 
Lake district and men in remote 
police stations warned swifter 
communication and one of the 
first long lines was tun up to 
them. Aklavik, at the mouth of 
the MacKenzie river, is the far- 
thest north point served in Can- 
ada. In some of the far distant 
points of northeastern Quebec

The German envoy 
to the papal see made a typical Teuton blunder, 
when, in addressing the cardinals, he stated that 
Cardinal Pacelli would not be acceptable as a 
successor to Pins XL This undoubtedly had it& 
bearing upon the cfuick choice of the new pontiff, 
for the princes of the church were in no mood to 
receive dictation from Hitler after all that has 
ha;q>ened in Germany, 

Pope Pius xn hai had long training in affairs 
diplomatic- He was appointed under-secretary 
of stale in 1912, was named Papal Nuncio at 
Mimich in 1917 and Nuncio lo the new German 
republic in 1920, where he served for nine years 
and negotiated the concordat between Prussia 
and Rome. He was appointed secretary of slate 
in 1930 and negotiated a concordat with Germany 
in 19S3. His election means that the church will 
stoutly and steadfastly resist further Nazi en- 
croaciunents upon the human and rehgious rights 
of Catholics and the attempts which are being 
made lo paganize Germany's youth. 

A superb linguist, master of seven languages, 
the new pope has also been a great traveller. He 
visited America in 1935. and travelled all round 
the United Stales by aeroplane, A scholar of the 
first rank, a champion of peace, a lover of the 
poor, and a very devout and humble follower of 
the Christ Pope Pius XII should rank among the 
greatest of the occupants of the papa! throne. 
All the world will wish him well as he com- 
mences his great task as spiritual ruler over 
miUioiis of men, and promoter of peace and good- 
will among the nations.— The Midland Free Press.

ttecently Mrs. McClung was addressing a pro-

She told these women gathered that the aver- 
age church woman or worker was bewildered 
today. She sees the things she believed in 
scattered and broken.

There is another source of perplexity. Here in 
Canada, we have had comforting traditions. One 
of these has been pride in the British Empire, 
on v/hich the sun never sets, "Britons," we sang, 
"never, never shall be slaves,'' and slaves, as you 
can see, rtiymes with "waves." The British navy 
goes back to Drake's time. Did it not whip the 
Spanich Acmada, with the help of a storm? All 
thli was comforting and uplifting. Tlie tight 
little island can never fail. ''Britain/' said the 
honorable leader of the senate a few years ago, 
"is the creditor who always wails, and the debtor 
who always pays," 

The last few yeara have brought bitter changes, 
and we are troubled. All this, says Mrs, McClung, 
I saw in the faces of thcfic women; who still hold 
bazaars and teas, to raise their missionary money, 
and give thank offerings at Easter and devote 
their leisure time to a study of missions.

FAR51 AND HOME l!(IPROVEMENT 

A live movement for the improvement of farm 
home surroundings seems to be sweeping 
Ontario. Lasl year the department of agriculture, 
through its local representative, made a drive for 
home beaut if ica lion in one county. This year 
they have extended the work to four counties^ 
The minister of agriculture, speaking at the 
annual convention of the agricultural societies, 
expressed the hope that the societies would co- 
operate in the project, TJie Durham Central 
Agricultural Society is to be commended for 
sponsoring a local competition, although so far 
very little publicity has been given to Ihe move- 
ment. 

The ci.nte_-i program is practical and the 
improvements lo be undertaken are within the 
cost and labor range of any farmer 

Points arc awarded for: Removal of rubbish 
and clearing of unsightly spots in fence comers, 
yards, etc.; repairing and painting and general 
improvement to buildings; cleaning and while- 
washing interiors of stables and other out-build- 
ings; repairs lo, or new gales and fences; cutting 
of lawns, planting of trees, flowers and shrubs; 
installation of modern conveniences; cutting of 
weeds and brush; general improvement in 
appearance. 

And this is truly an improvement contest. Tlie 
judge scores each place when the competition 
opens, as soon as possible after April 15, and the 
same judge scores it again at the dose of the 
conleat, Aug. 31. Each contestant's standing in 
the competition depends on the improvement he 
has made on what he had to ^tart with. Durham 
farmers' should communicate with J. C. Gamey, 
Secretary, D.CA.S., Qrono, ■— The Canadian 
Statesman, Ilowmnnville.

Keith for trespassing a while 
ago," Wood told the magistrate. 
"When did you appear before 
Maffi=lrafe Keith?" asked the 
mp filtrate. 

"The middle ct Jatiufiiey^^ an- 
swered Charles While. 

"Was it before \hH pheasant, 
incident took place?" '^Yes." 

"1 heard a shot when 1 was 
south of Wood's house and then 
T walked up along the house and 
I saw pheasant feathers," stated 
Carl Bums. 'The house blocked 
mv vi.'^ion rf ♦'•e anple tree 
y!---?* '^ig rheasputs were/' 

Wood stated that Burns was 
not telling the truth. 

*'I received a complaint about 
Wood and Constable Barra- 
clcush. Game Warden Buie, and 
myself, went over to see Wood," 
■tafed Game Warden Ernest 
Propser. "It was Feb. 27 when 
w° went to Wood, which was 
nearly a month after the offence, 
but we weren't told aboiit it till 



then. Wood told us he shot at a 
brown weasel and that then he 
went over and picked up a 
mouse nest at the foot of an 
apple tree. We looked for the 
nest but we were unable. to find 
it. The accused admitted shoot- 
ing at a brown weasel but not 

at a pheasant." 
"Wood told us he shot a brown 

weasel in a mouse's nest but 
there are no brown weasels in 
Canada jn the winter, as they 
are all while," stated Game 
Warden Buie. 

"Didn't I tell >^u I fired four 
shots at the weasel?" asked 
Wood. 

"TTo, you told nie you fired one 
shot," answered Mr, Buie. 

Wood exhibited to the magi- 
strate some straw and feathers 
and two dead black mice- Mr, 
Wood stated thai he had just 
dug up the straw etc froni 
underneath the apple tree and 
that there were no pheasants 
within 300 feet of the house. 

"White and Bums lied when 
I had them up in court before 
and they got out of it" Mr. 
Wrod told the court_ 'T told the 
officers about the nest when 
Ihey came but they couldn't find 
it because of a sleet storm." 

"I am not satisfied with the 
evidence of the prosecution and 
there is not sufficient evidence 
before me to indicate that a 
pheasant was shot," stated the 
magistrate.

The International Harves- 
ter Company controls 60 per cent 
of all the implements sold. Thus 
we have one giant corporation 
which sets the price for all the 
others, 

'"Today Canada is a land of 
monopoHes/' continued Mr. Cold- 

welh "Shall these monopolies 
be aUowed to continue to set the 
price to the producer and ulti- 
mate consumer in order to create 
a scarcity or shall we as a nation 
control our raw material and 
natural resources and industries 
that have reached the stage of 
monopoly? Shall we plan in the 
interests of all people or shall a 
few people plan for all? In 
Sweden years aEo they recog- 
nized thai they must create co- 
operative societies under the 
government if possible and sec- 
ondly that if they dealt with 
monopolies they must be brought 
under government control. Old 
age pensions are paid in Sweden 

by the revenue fronl the sale of 
tobacco and liquor." 

The speaker stated that he and 
a visitor from New Zealand com* 
parod ih^ CCF, program and the 
New^ Zealand program point by 
point and that ihey were almost 
identically the same. 

'The government in New 
Zealand took over in a very cri- 
tical time in history and the 
first thing It did was to take 
over the control of the central 
bank," stated Mr- ColdweD. 'The 
taking over of the Bank of 
Canada by the Canadian govern- 
ment represents a triumph for 
the C.C.F> party. In New Zea- 
land the fanner is given a fitted 

price of 25 cents a pound for his 
hutter and 15 cents for his cheese 

and they have begun to stabilize 
ihe agriculture industry, and the 
farmer has been guaranteed a 
decent standard of living. The 
farm laborer in New Zealand 
has been guaranteed a maximum 
eight hour day, holidays with 
pay, and a basic minimum wage 
of S4 daily. - 

"We are sending young men 
out to the west now for $5 a 
month. Last August there were 
only 1,236 unemployed in New 
Zealand, vast works were under- 
taken and the money was raised

Tlie provinces were divided 
politically, not geographically, 
he contended.

In the centre of the 
jjionp of boys stood always this 
courageous personality, Of 
course the story was dressed up 
for Ihe screen. But there must 
have hcen a basis In excellent 
workji. 

I nball never forget the priests 
of AnIiKonlah who lead a enj- 
;:fide for social reconstruction in 
eastern Novo Scotia. We need 
more of the kind of leadership 
Ihey have to offer. 

The religions of the world 
have n great opportunity to 
spread tolerance and brother- 
hood while there may yet be 
time to avert Ihe end of that 
freedom for which our fathers 
tmtghi each olhcr There is un- 
questioned merit in the sugges- 
tion of the great British peace^ 
maker, George Lansbury, that 
reprcBcn la lives of the various 
faiths should meet together in 
an effort to avert a major war. 

Tlicre arc signs that religious 
leaders are coming to appreciate 
the values of religions other 
than their own. Last Sunday 
Rabbi Joseph L. Fink spent half 
an hour on the radio telling the 
story of the splendid work being 
done by the Quakers in assist- 
ance to refugees in Europe. Of 
course the people of the Rabbi's 

race and religion are prominent 
among those being helped in 
this way. But there was no 
question of the speaker's broad 
humanitarjanism. 

On the other hand we still 1 
have the attack of Protestant I 
and Catholic upon each other and 
the attack of both upon the Jew. 
It will lake much tolerance to 
withstand the waves of intoler- 
ance; U will take much under- 
standing to banish . bitterness, 
Nfay the years of Pope Pius XII 
see the triumph of these ever- 
lasting spiritual values.

Canada Temperance Act

Under this procedure, 
the Canatin Temperance Act was 
founil to be a worknble and ron- 
sonnbly satisfactory and effect- 
ive county local option law. The 
presenl Ontario government has 
departed from the practice of its 
predeceuoTs. It has ignored and 
vlolalrt the law. U has sought 
to deetroy Ita o|wratlon by Ktlon 



privy council, 
and in each case it has failed. 
'it ha^ now been annoimced in 
tr*e speech from llio throne in 
the current session of the Jegis- 
laUtrc- thai a bill will he intto- 
dt»ced to petition tho dominion 
parliament to repeal the Canada 
Temperance Act insofar as it 
^'ipphes to Ontario. If the aim 
of the government were simply 
to bring about unity of author- 
ity it could easily make provision 
m the Liquor Control Act for 
county local option on the same 
ba?i3 as that afforded by the 
Canada Temperance Act. 

In a letter under date of FcK 
21. 1335. calling hotej-keepers to 
a conference, Mr. Geo. H. O'Neil, 
hoiiorarj' president of their 
associaiidn, refers to the action 
of the Federation in seeking to 
bring ccrlain questions regarding 
tho Canada Tonipcrance Act be- 
fore tho Supremo Court of Can- 
nria. Ho states: "Votes can be 
taken throughout Iho province 
in counties, whicb inclitdos towns 
and villages, and in cities under 
Ihe Canada Temperance Act 
whereby a majority would niake 
iucb county or cily dry . . . 
The brewers of this as^-^ociation 
are endeavoring to have this 
{submission) po-^^tponed if pos* 
sible ... If the temperance 
people are successful thL*? is 
;;oing to make it a very serious 
siUiation for the hotels through- 
out the province," 

It is evident that the liquor 
Iradc fear and hope to destroy 
the Canada Temperance Act.

the people of Ontario of their 
demoeralic rights fliul to coerce 
the ciliaicns of Hiiron, Pcrlh.

have sought protection^ and fur- 
ther In prevent the exlension of 
tlic .Cnna(l,a Teinpornnce Act to 
other areas in Ontnrln.
